Beers Consolidated Mines, Ltd, as 
the “richest ever discovered in this’ 
or any other country,” is ‘to be ex- 
ploited to a limited extent by the 
South African government. | 

This discovery, in Namaqua Land, 


Orange river, was first reported last 
April. Subsequent reports confirmed 
the fabulous wealth of the diamond 
field, and last December the govern- 
ment received offers of £1,000,000 
[$5,000,000] for the right to develop 
them.

Jury Decides Casein 
Three Hours.

Dr. Amante Rongetti, proprietor of 
the Ashland Boulevard hospital, 800 
South Ashland avenue, was found 
guilty last hight of murder by abor- 
tion and his punishment fixed at 
death in the electric chair. : 

The jury which returned this verdict 
in Judge Frank D. Comerford’s court 
consisted of eleven married men and 
one widower. The verdict specifically 
held Rongetti responsible for the 
death of Miss Loretta J, Enders, 4840° 
South Kedvale avenue, who had been 
brought to the hospital in a state of 
approaching motherb ood. | 

As the verdict was read the court 
room was crowded. Rongetti’s chief 
concern was to turn his face to avoid 
cameras. When Clerk William T. Col 
lins Jr. read the words “ Guilty and 
We fix his punishment at death,” Ron- 
getti paled. but remained motionless, 

Mrs. Rongetti collapsed and later 
screamed “Take me out of here.” 
Rongetti was quickly taken to a cell 
in the county 

First Case on Record. 

According to Assistant State’s At- 
torneys Harry S. Ditchburne and 
Charles A. Bellows, this is the first 
case in the legal annals of this coun- 
try in which a physician has been 
given a death. sentence as the result 
of a criminal operation. Their com- 
ment after reaching the verdict was 
that the jury had written a new code 
of morals which henceforth will serve 
as a warning to quacks and abortien — 
ists. 
State’s Attorney Crowe teleph

“It should lead to a moral rejuvena- 
tion of the community and end a terri- 
ble practice that has reached an alarm:

New York, March 1.—({Special}— 
Jack Delaney moved out of the heavy- 
weight title picture tonight and Tom 
Heeney advanced a step nearer the 
goal he has set for himself—a bout 
with Gene Tunney for the world’s 
heavyweight championship—if you pro- 
ceed on the basis of theoretical elimina- 
tion in any given tournament. 

A crowd of 19,000 saw ihe rock- 
ribbed New Zealand Irishman whip the 
man who voluntarily surrendered his 


world’s light heavyweight champion- 


ship to take a fling at the heavy- 
weights. The bout went fifteen rounds. 
If the accepted standard of ring 
competition is followed, both Delaney 
and Heeney eliminated themselves, at 
least as possibilities as successors tu 
Tunfiey, the reigning monarch of the 
ring. 
Delaney’s Work Disappointment. 
Heeney won the bout to the satisfac- 
tion of any unbiased fan. He won sim- 
ply because he overwhelmed Delaney. 
Jack was a keen disappointment—a 
shocking inferior to the popular con- 
ception of Delaney just ag he was in 
his bout with Jim Maloney. Yet there 
were raucous. cries of disapproval as 
Heeney’s hand was raised aloft in vic- 
tory, although few of the critics at the 
ringside disagreed with the verdict. 
Scouting around for an excuse for 
these cries it is charitable to attribute 
them to the disappointment, of a gath- 
ering of men and women fight fans who 
had paid the staggering sum of $174,- 
444 in net receipts to see the bout. 
The bout was a competitive disap 
pointment, 
could be no disputing Heeney'’s mar- 
gin of victorious points. Simply by
